Kodak Digital Camera Image Access 


Your Kodak Digital Science™ DC40 camera ships with PhotoEnhancer™ software from 
PictureWorks Technology, Inc. With PhotoEnhancer™, you can easily view, edit, enhance, 
print and store the pictures from your DC40 camera. 


You may also want to use your DC40 camera with software applications which support the 
TWAIN interface standard. The Kodak Digital Camera Image Access software will allow you 
to do just that! Image Access will transfer pictures from your DC40 camera to an active 
TWAIN-compliant application. 


Two commands are typically used when working with TWAIN-compliant applications; one 
to select the external device that you would like to work with, and the second command to 
activate the TWAIN interface software for the selected device. 


To use Image Access, you will need to locate the TWAIN Select Source and Aquire 
commands in your active application. Different applications access TWAIN in different 
ways. For example, Adobe Photoshop™ TWAIN commands are located in the File menu. 
When using WordPerfect™ you access TWAIN from the Draw mode. Refer to the User’s 
Guide provided with your TWAIN-compliant application for information on accessing 
TWAIN from their menus. 


Image Access will open right in the application that you are already using. You will see your 
active application in the background when the Image Access window opens. 


Installation 


This disk includes the software you will need to successfully use Kodak Digital 
Camera Image Access with your Windows system. To install Image Access: 


1. Start Windows, the Program Manager opens. Close any open applications. 


2. Insert the Image Access for DC40 floppy disk or DC40 & DC50 zoom camera 
Reference CD into your computer disk or CD-ROM drive. 


3. Choose Run from the File menu. The Run dialog box appears. 


4. In the command line text box, enter the drive designation and the install 
command. 
For example, if your floppy disk drive is A, enter the following in the 
command line: A:\install 
For example, to install Image Access from the Reference CD, enter the 
following in the command line: D:\English\Software\ TWAIN \install 


5. Press Enter to begin installation. Follow any instructions that appear on screen. 
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Starting Kodak Digital Camera Image Access 
1. Launch the TWAIN-compliant application you wish to use. 


2. Choose Select Source from the File Acquire menu. Or, follow the steps outlined 
in your application’s User Guide. As mentioned, applications use different methods to 
access TWAIN. 


3. Select Kodak Digital Camera 40 from the list of devices by clicking on it once to 
highlight it.

4. Click the appropriate response to close the dialog box. 


5. Choose TWAIN from the File Acquire menu. The Kodak Digital Camera Image 
Access window opens and automatically brings up a slide table with your pictures. 


NOTE: You must first connect the camera to your computer and turn the camera on. Please 
refer to the DC40 camera Quick Reference or User’s Guide for directions on setting up the camera. 


Working with Pictures 


Use Image Access to view pictures which are stored in the DC40 camera, and then 
transfer them to your active application. Once the pictures are transfered to your 
application, use the application’s standard commands to save, print, and work with 
your pictures. 


Saving 


Once you use Image Access to transfer your DC40 pictures into TWAIN-compliant 

applications, you save the pictures using file formats available in that application. 

For example, Photoshop offers TIFF, EPS, BMP and PICT, just to name a few. You 
do not save images from Image Access. 


Printing 


Just as with saving, once your pictures are part of your TWAIN-compliant 
application, you use that application’s options for printing. Refer to the application’s 
User’s Guide for details on printing pictures. 
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Using Image Access 


This next section describes using the Kodak Digital Camera Image Access Toolbar icons to 
view, transfer and take pictures with the DC40 camera. It also briefly reviews the DC40 
camera controls available from Image Access. 


Viewing Pictures 


The Kodak Digital Camera Image Access window displays your DC40 camera 
pictures in a slide table so you can view all available pictures at one time. The Image 
Access window snaps to the maximum number of slides that can fit across your 
monitor. To view other pictures that are in the slide table but out of view, use the scroll 
bars to see the next row of slides.

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The Image Access Tool bar 


The Tool bar is displayed across the top of the Image Access window, below the menu 
bar. The Tool bar provides quick mouse-click access to the tools you will use most in 
Image Access. 


Transfer a Picture 


“= Use the Transfer Picture icon to transfer pictures from the Image Access slide table 
directly into your active application. In some applications you can open more than 
~ One picture at a time. To do so, hold the Shift key down and at the same time click 
on the slides that you want to open. You can also double-click on selected pictures 
from the slide table to transfer them to your application. 


Camera Controls 


Click on the Camera Controls icon to display your current camera settings and to 

interact with the settings that can be changed such as set flash, set timer, set 
exposure and delete pictures. You can also take pictures from the camera control 
window and they will be added to the slide table. Refer to the DC40 camera User’s 
Guide for more information on using the camera controls.

Click on the Exit icon to quit the Image Access application and return to your active 
application. You will automatically exit the Image Access after a selected picture has 
been transferred to your active application.
